Government Now 
Supplying Rye Seed 


“Lhe farmers of Southern Alberta, 
whose rops bave been reduced by 


department of agriculture is maning 
ision for. fall rye seed in the same 
way as advances-of secd grain were 
made last spring, The ‘.epartment 
is looking after the unorganized areas, 
wh le the .municip’l department is 
authorizing action on the part of. mu- 
cipalities in the same way as was 

lone last spring. A maximum of 15 
bushels of seed can be secured. Those 
who can gcord to purchase this seed 
can do business directly with the’ Do- 
minion seed branch at Calgary, with- 
out the assistance of the department 
of agriculture or . municipalities. 
Others who require credit can secure 
their seed through the esed brayich at 
19 monton. The department of agri- 
culture takes a note which runs until 
November 1, 1920. The note is pro- 
tected by alien on the land. The 
price of. the seed is $2.20 per bushel. 
The furnishing of this seed is subject 
to the holding out of the supply at the 
Dominion seed branch at Calgary. 

The minister of agr'culture has been 
urging the sowing of fall rye espec- 
jally in a dry season, The supply of 
both native grasses and roughage 
from grain crops is reduced in dry 
seasons and quisk crops are needed for 
both hay and pasture,
